UNITED APPEAL GOAL 


NEW YORK (RNS)—Goal of the 
1958 United Appeal of Protestant 
and Eastern Orthodox Churches for 
overseas relief and rehabilitation 
program has been set at $10,428,000. 

The 1957 goal—$11,500,000—was 
greater because a major item in the 
appeal was stepped-up assistance to 
Hungarian and other refugees. 

This year’s fund appeal was an- 
nounced by Harper Sibley, chair- 
man of Church World Service, co- 
operative agency through which 35 
major denominations administer aid 
abroad. 

High point of the drive will be 
the “One Great Hour of Sharing” 
observance on Sunday, March 16, 
when special offerings will be made 
in thousands of American churches. 

“The ministries of the churches in 
1958,” Mr. Sibley said, “‘will spread 
into more than 50 countries in Eu- 
rope, Asia, Africa and Central and 
South America where assistance is 
vitally needed.” 

“The plight of literally millions of 
men, women and children in these 
areas—the dispossessed and up- 
rooted, the undernourished and 
underprivileged, the disaster strick- 
en and _  destitute—demands our 
greatest effort of Christian compas- 
sion and responsibility in the stew- 
ardship of the abundance with 
which a Divine Providence has fav- 
ored us,” he said. 

The funds also will finance 
processing, shipping and overseas 
distribution of clothing donated 
through service centers as well as 
the overseas distribution of food 
collected by the Christian Rural 
Overseas Program.

PROPOSES DEPORTATION

CAPETOWN, S. Africa (RNS) 
—The South African House of Par- 
liament was startled when a gov- 
ernment member rose to suggest 
that Anglican Archbishop Joost de 
Blank of Capetown be deported 
from the country.

The proposal was made by P. J. 
Coetzee, Nationalist member for the 
Langlaagte constituency. It came a 
day after Dr. de Blank had spoken 
at a sale of paintings here to aid the 
South Africa Defense Fund for 95 
men and women of all races com- 
mitted for trial on charges arising 
out of their opposition to the gov- 
ernment’s apartheid (racial segre- 
gation) policies. 

Mr. Coetzee was speaking at the 
second hearing of the government’s 
“hanging bill’”—a measure which 
proposes introducing the death pen- 
alty for housebreaking and armed 
robbery with violence. 

He said that Archbishop de Blank 
had been only three months in the 
country and has already become 
honorary chairman of the Treason 
Trial Defense Fund. 

“South Africa has had its fill of 
de Blanks, Reeves and Huddle- 
stons,” Mr. Coetzee said, ‘“‘and I feel 
the time has perhaps come when 
General Smuts’ policy of ‘shoot first 
and ask questions afterwards’ should 
be applied—that people of this type, 
including the new archbishop, 
should be deported.”

ROVING PASTORS 
CORPS PROPOSED FOR 
ARMED FORCES 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J. (RNS) 
—Development of a corps of roving 
service pastors to reach larger num- 
bers of U.S. military and civilian 
personnel abroad was advocated at 
the National Lutheran Council’s 
40th annual meeting here. 

These “circuit riders for the atom- 
ic age” are needed, the council was 
told, to serve members of the armed 
forces, their dependents and other 
Americans stationed in or near 
military installations in the Far 
East and Europe without regular 
Lutheran chaplains. 

The recommendation was made 
by Dr. Carl F. Yaeger of Washing- 
ton, D. C., associate secretary of the 
Lutheran Service Commission, a 
joint agency of the council and the 
Lutheran Church—Missouri Synod. 

With increasing emphasis on radar 
sites and missile launching bases, 
Dr. Yaeger pointed out, the isolated 
unit is a permanent feature of 
America’s new concept of national 
defense, both at home and over- 
seas. 

“No regular chaplain serves these 
isolated units and their comple- 
ments of from 10 to 100 men,” he 
said.

it—and they do—how much more 
should Catholics, who recognize its 
true worth, be characterized by a 
like or greater generosity? The pur- 
pose of this brief article, then, is to 
bring more to the attention of those 
who read it, especially those who 
are members of the Church Union, 
this vital part of its program. 

The Ordination Candidates’ Fund 
was advanced a few years ago by 
Miss Mary Moore of Davenport, Iowa, 


who, realizing the need such a fund 
represented, had a number of “me- 
morial cards” printed to be sent to 
those who contributed in memory of 
a particular individual; the donors 
and the “memorialized” were to 
have their names inscribed in a book 
of remembrance, and to be regular- 
ly commemorated at the altar. Since 
this time, this has been the chief 
source of contributions for the 
Fund, although, of late, it has been 
rather unfruitful. This condition, 
however, we do not believe to be 
due to lack of desire, but rather to 
lack of information. If others knew 
more of the Fund—and we hope 
they will through this article—we 
feel the contributions would be far 
greater in number. 

To each church which is assigned 
an A.C.U. Station Day, there are sent 
out yearly near its appointed date 
prayer leaflets and a number of of- 
fering envelopes, with the sugges- 
tion that offerings received may be 
sent to the Church Union to be 
placed in its general fund, or may 
be sent specifically for the Ordi- 
nands’ Fund. A few parishes follow 
this suggestion; but the number 
could become much greater. Of 
course, one needn’t be a “Station 
Day” parish to participate in this 
activity. If more churches would 
consider this plan, and if the priests 
in others which are already sharing 
in the work would “talk it up” more, 
the Fund would surely show a great 
increase.

Of 
course, one needn’t be a “Station 
Day” parish to participate in this 
activity. If more churches would 
consider this plan, and if the priests 
in others which are already sharing 
in the work would “talk it up” more, 
the Fund would surely show a great 
increase. 

There is little left to say. The 
great need is known, or should be 
known, to all who read these words. 
This article has, we hope, enabled 
more to see how this need can be 
met. May all who read take the 
matter seriously to heart.

THE BISHOP IN KOREA WRITES: 
Dear Father duBois: On Thursday, 
December 5th, we are having an 
Episcopalian dinner,—it will not be 
quite as fine an affair as that wonder- 
ful Banquet at which you entertained 
me in New York. (I have rarely been 
so frightened!) but it will be an im- 
portant occasion. The Commander-in- 
Chief, General Deker, will preside 
and, I hope, launch an appeal to 
Episcopalians serving in Korea and 
through them and their home parishes 
to help the Anglican Church in Korea. 

These have been two glorious years 
and there is very much for which to 
be thankful. The Church has grown, 
the number of missionaries has in- 
creased, the Koreans have advanced 
in self-support and there is much to 
give us confidence, but we are nearly 
broke! Next year I shall be broke un- 
less people rally to our help. You and 
the ACU have helped me nobly in the 
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past. Could you make an appeal for 
me again?

AN APPEAL FOR KOREA 


The church of England has been send- 
ing missionary Bishops, Priests, and 
Doctors to Korea since 1890. The first 
missionary of our Church however, was 
a Japanese priest who was sent here by 
his bishop in 1880 and moreover it was 
the Japanese Church that gave us a 
Bishop and priests to stand by our 
Korean clergy during the dark years 
that followed Pearl Harbor. 

The Church of England has supported 
the Anglican Church in Korea magnif- 
icently, but although the income from 
Britain has increased over the years, it 
has only with difficulty kept up with the 
growing needs of the Church. An adverse 
exchange rate and a rapid rise in the 
cost of living have greatly reduced the 
value of the money coming from over- 
seas and in 1958 there is a great danger 
that expenditure will overrun our income. 
Our budget threatens us with a deficit 
of 20,000,000 hwan or $40,000 by the end 
of 1958. 

Episcopalians! This is your Church 
and it is hard up when it should be 
advancing rapidly to win Korea for 
Christ. We look to you for help. 

The Church in England has sent 
thousands of pounds to help the Angli- 
can Church in Korea to rebuild the 
devastation of war and to care for 
hundreds of war orphans. Eleven British 
missionaries have come out to take the 
place of those who died in Communist 
hands or had to be invalided because of 
their war sufferings. The Anglican 
Church in Canada has sent $50,000 to 
enable the Church to resume the train- 
ing of Korean priests (three were lost 
in the war and three have died since). 
The Church of England in Australia 
has sent a priest and has raised money 
for his support. 

The Church in the United States has 
shown a growing interest since the 
soldiers discovered their Church here. 
In 1956 the National Council aave 
$10,000 and a further $10,000 in 1957. 
Several young men who have seen 
service in Korea are now training in 
the United States to return later as 
missionaries and now an American 
priest with his wife and son have left 
a parish in Massachusetts to reopen the 
Theological Seminary and to serve U.S. 
personnel at the Seoul Cathedral. 

There are hundreds of Episcopalians 
at present in Korea. This appeal is 
addressed to them and through them to 
their home parishes. 

We need your help and need it 
urgently. These are some of the prob- 
lems the Church is facing in Korea. Two 
orphanages are in danger of being 
closed. The Korean clergy are shame- 
fully underpaid. The Western clergy are 
paid less than Korean high school 
teachers. 

Western clergy travel in crowded un- 
heated Korean buses, endangering their 
life and work. In one bus accident 
recently thirty people were burned to 
death. It took one priest five hours to 
take Holy Communion to one of his 
parishioners only 15 miles away because 
he had to depend on public transport. 

The three mission hospitals have never 
been reopened since the war and we can 
afford no medical work, nor have any 
schools reopened. 


There is no doubt we are hard pressed 
but so far we have kept out of debt. 
This year however we shall be faced 
with BANKRUPTCY unless someone 
comes quickly to our aid. 

How Your Dollars Could Help: 

The Church provides Sunday services 
in the Cathedral for Episcopalians at 
nine o'clock and eleven. One priest to 
minister to U.S. military and civilian 
personnel costs $1,500 a year. To keep 
the church warm in cold weather will 
cost an additional sum for extra heaters 
and fuel. Surely Episcopalians will not 
allow that hard pressed Mission Fund to 
foot th's bill. 

The money which you give now for 
the work of the Korean Church you 
will be able to see in action before your 
eyes. 

Twenty-six miles south of Seoul in 
the ancient walled city of Suwon is St. 
Peter’s Orphanage for eighty girls. 
Another thirty miles brings you to the 
market town of Anjung and there you 
will find fifty boys, all orphans of the 
war and its aftermath. 

One hundred dollars will make life 
secure for a year for one of these little 
ones. 

One young man who has heard the 
call to the priesthood is already study- 
ing theology at a Seoul Christian Uni- 
versity. Soon there will be others when 
the Seminary opens ten miles outside 
of Seoul at Soso near Ascom Citv. They 
will cost about $300 a year to support. 

The Korean clergy have many chil- 
dren (one has eleven, most have six or 
more) and the Church tries to help in 
educating them. Fifteen children of 
clergy are costing $24.00 each per year, 
twenty are costina $60.00 each per year. 

The Church in Korea lacks Christian 
literature. We have restarted a auarterly 
magazine: we sell it in the villages and 
send it free to our lads in the Korean 
Army. Itt needs quarterly subsidy of 
$80.00. You could help us to produce 
and put into circulation copies of the 
Book of Common Prayer and books ex- 
plaining the Faith of the Church. 

Is there not one of the above items 
that has not caught your eye or tugged 
at your heart? Could you, or your 
friends, or your home parish make that 
item your special project for 1958? 

Not many people know about our little 
Church in Korea. We haven't many 
friends in the United States but you 
know us; won't you be our friends? 

We need your help. 

Don't fail us.

THE WORD LENT COMES FROM AN ANCIENT 
WORD MEANING SPRING—Spring is a time for 
growth in our gardens; Lent is a time for growth in 
our souls. Every gardener knows that although God 
makes the plants grow we have to work along with 
Him to make a beautiful and fruitful garden. And 
so it is with our lives. The blooms of Christian vir- 
tue and the fruits of Christian love will not grow 
in our souls unless they are nourished with heavenly 
food; and we must pull up the weeds of bad habits 
and make a determined assault upon pestiferous in- 
sects (especially the slug of sloth!) and upon the 
greedy birds of busy-ness. All our sins grow from 
the tough, unyielding roots of selfishness. These 
must be destroyed. Often, too, habits and relation- 
ships which are not in themselves sinful have to be 
eliminated from our lives because they take time 
and strength that should be given to God. They are 
like the voracious wisteria which sometimes has to 
be dug up to prevent its taking over the garden. 
How can we best cultivate our spiritual gardens 
during the Lenten growing season? Let us ask the 
Holy Spirit to guide us in making our plans and 
help us to bring them to fruition. 


FEEDING AND WATERING—Our Lenten Rule 
should include a more frequent receiving of “the 
spiritual food of the most precious Body and Blood 
of .. . our Saviour Jesus Christ.” This will involve 
early rising and for some of us driving to another 
town; but don’t we often do these things in order to 
be with people who mean much less to us than the 
Holy One who comes to us at the altar? And we 
should prepare carefully for our Communions 
(Prayer Book, pages 85-87). The Word of God is 
the light of our souls and we must plan a definite 
time during Lent for additional meditation and 
Bible reading. There should be a not-to-be-inter- 
fered-with program of prayer (don’t forget to pray 
while you are outdoors working in the garden), 


&. 
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church services and study classes. “Bow my heart 
to follow the words of Thy holy teachings, that they 
may distill into my soul as dew into the grass.” 


PRUNING, WEEDING AND CULTIVATING— 
As we grow in the Christian life we become aware 
that most of the really important pruning, and often 
it is painful, is done for us by the Heavenly Hus- 
bandman (St. John 15:1-2); but there is plenty of 
other work for us to do. Which of these things can 
we thin out to make time for our spiritual garden- 
ing: radio, TV, newspapers, magazines, novels, 
movies, parties, idle chatter? What specific sin can 
we try to uproot: conceit, bad temper, longing for 
things we haven’t got, possessiveness with people, 
enviousness, laziness, greediness? Are we too de- 
pendent on our whims about food, on morning cof- 
fee, sweets, cigarettes? How about the discipline of 
the tongue? Trying to refrain from all criticism of 
others, all unkind remarks, all complaints, however 
trivial, from all holding the center of the stage in 
conversation. And we are not to go around talking 
about what we are “giving up” for Lent; an impor- 
tant principle in all self-discipline is that it should 
be “in secret.” 


FRUIT AND FLOWERS—tThere are a few small 
early-blooming flowers that we can expect to see 
very soon: cheerfulness; kindness to unattractive, 
difficult people; letters and visits to neglected 
friends; soft answers to the ill-tempered; generous 
giving of time and money to the Church. But the 
blossoms of humility, adoration and sacrifice, like 
our cherished camellias, are of slow growth; and it 
is only after a great deal of feeding and watering 
and pruning and weeding and cultivating, only 
after a lifetime of response to the sure and loving 
action of our heavenly Father, that we can bring 
forth the Christ-like fruit of holiness.

DREXEL STUDENTS APPEAL 
FOR BOLD CHURCHMANSHIP 


Dear Fr. duBois: 


Enclosed you will find some typical 
pamphlets published and distributed by 
the Student Christian Movement at 
Drexel Institute of Technology. My fore- 
most question in respect to this litera- 
ture is: How far is this Ecumenical mad- 
ness going to go? The National Council, 
on one hand, appropriates money every 
year to support its Canterbury Clubs, 
and on the other contributes financial 
assistance to the above-mentioned inter- 
denominational group. 

The Canterbury Club Constitution 
points out that we are to cooperate but 
not compromise with these groups. 
Reading the enclosed pamphlets, one can 
easily see that the National Council 
either has forgotten to remind these 
groups of this, or has carelessly neg- 
lected to follow up their own suggestion. 
In evaluating these pamphlets it is ob- 
vious that we have been compromised 
beyond reason... . 

Today, there is a great religious battle 
being fought on the college campus. 
Roman Catholic Newman Clubs are at- 
tracting much attention with their large 
memberships, as our Protestant friends 
“search” for some kind of new and 
unique faith. We as Anglicans must re- 
veal ourselves as we really are and 
clearly state our position on the college 
campus. The National Council’s policy 
puts us in an embarrassing position as 
we stand up to Rome and say, “We are 
just as Catholic as you.” ... 


NORTH CAROLINA AGAIN! 

One of the laymen in Charlotte, North 
Carolina, who was among the number of 
the petitioners for the new Mission (see the 
last issue of the ACU NEWS and the story 
of Bishop Penick’s refusal to shepherd these 
“Prayer Book Churchmen” in his flock), 
has sent the Editor of the ACU NEWS 
copies of her correspondence with the 
Bishop of North Carolina. We reprint 
excerpts from the letters because they in- 
dicate the true spirit and aim of these fel- 
low-Churchmen in a situation where they 
are being denied the basic privileges 
allowed them by the Prayer Book. 

“While it is in no sense my desire to 
speak critically of any of the existing 
churches here in Charlotte, still a quick 
review might serve to illustrate to you 
some of the more significant elements we 
find missing, and which constitute for 
some of us at least, a more inspirational 
service. 

“I refer to proper recognition of the 
ancient heritages and traditions which, 
beginning at a very early age, we were 
taught to respect: The proper observa- 
tion of Holy Days, Fast and Feast Days 
including Fridays throughout the year, 
and the Wednesdays and Fridays during 
Lent, the custom of fasting before com- 
munion, unless it should endanger one’s 
health, the proper use of all the ancient 
Eucharistic vestments, proper recognition 
of the Cross, Prayer Books, and Hymnals, 
the importance of liturgically correct 
music at all times during services, and the 
necessity for a quiet, reverent attitude 
in the Church at all times. In at least 
one of our Episcopal Churches there 
have been occasions when every mem- 
ber of the congregation has been in- 
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vited to come and receive Communion 
regardless of whether or not they had 
ever been confirmed. This is not meant 
to be a criticism of the practises extant 
in any of these churches, but in trying 
to accept them, it is hard to understand 
how ministers of the Episcopal Church 
in other sections of the country could 
have gone so far afield in their teach- 
ings. 

“My urgent concern at this moment 
is to bring my family together again 
spiritually in a church where the same 
principles that were taught to us all will 
be observed and respected. Where at one 
time (in another section of the country) 
my entire family attended, took active 
part in, and supported financially our 
family parish, here, for almost ten years, 
I have been unable to interest any of 
them, until two attend no church, one 
sings in the choir of a church of another 
denomination, and I myself feel a deep 
sense of loss for the principles I once 
held so priceless.” 

In a later letter to Bishop Penick, the 
same person wrote of the proposed new 
Parish as follows: 

“Far from creating disunity in the 
Church, would it not create a far 
stronger bond, since those of us who 
find a higher inspiration in this type of 
church would not be forced, through 
lack of it, to attend churches where our 
beliefs are being smothered. 

“To deprive even a few worshipers 
of their inherited right to freedom of 
religion is to destroy the desire for a 
better spiritual life. Is not the spiritual 
welfare of even a small number of your 
parishioners as important as these others 
who are now being provided with a 
church which meets their religious re- 
quirements.” 


“CATHOLIC INSTEAD OF HIGH CHURCH” 

A student writes from New Haven: 

“IT would like to take this opportunity 
to heartily commend the ACU NEWS 
for its fine policy of intelligent Cath- 
olicism. Narrowness in Catholicism is as 
devasting as the “anti-intellectual, anti- 
Biblical, anti-Christian nature of the 
barren modernism the ‘Witness’ es- 
pouses,” but I think that the ACU NEWS 
has escaped this danger in that it is 
liberal without compromising the prin- 
ciples of the Catholic Faith. Thank you 
for being Catholic instead of High 
Church.” 


PROTESTANT PAVILION? 

Mention in the last issue of ACU 
NEWS of our National Council’s contri- 
bution of $5,000 toward the “Protestant 
Pavilion” at the Brussells World Fair, 
brought the following: From Appleton, 
Wisconsin, a member writes of a group 
of Churchmen there who are “trying 
to be good practising Catholics witnessing 
to the faith.” He says that “The implica- 
tion that the Anglican Communion and 
our Orthodox brethren are to be placed 
in a show case (for all the world to see), 
labeled Protestant, certainly disturbs us. 
And I think rightly so.” 


HOW CAN WE BE HEARD? 
Gentlemen: 

Is there any place where I, and others 
who feel as I do, may be heard? Every 
Easter and Christmas the services of 
the National Cathedral are presented 
via T.V. as representative of the Epis- 
copal Church. It just isn’t fair! This 
Christmas my husband and I were both 


ill, and we had to “go to church” through 
the medium of television. At the bless- 
ing, the Bishop raised his hand ala Billy 
Graham, but there was no sign of the 
cross, and we felt cheated, so we just 
waited a while and received our Christ- 
mas blessing from the Archbishop at 
the Roman Cathedral in St. Louis. I’m 
perfectly willing to agree that low 
Churchmen have a right to have their 
type of service presented occasionally, 
but I don’t think it’s asking too much 
to hope that the rest of us might also 
be able to enjoy a service more familiar 
to us.

DR. FALSHAW TO 
WEST COAST 


Dr. Gladys Falshaw, Chairman 
of the ACU Committee on Retreats, 
has spent a busy Fall in the Colorado 
area and will be on the West Coast 
during Lent of 1958. 

Her activities in Colorado were 
varied and included Quiet Days, 
Meditations, Instructions for Heal- 
ing Services and for Schools of 
Prayer and lectures before such 
service groups as the Rotary, Lions, 
Kiwanis, etc. 

Before coming to the United 
States, Dr. Falshaw had more than 
twenty years’ experience in India, 
combating illiteracy, starvation, 
and juvenile delinquency. Since her 
arrival in the United States five 
years ago, she has been acquainting 
Americans with the desperate need 
of Indian people, and has conducted 
prayer missions and has_ spoken 
at the Sunday services of many 
churches and cathedrals. 

Her chief interest is in helping 
others to rediscover the rich heri- 
tage of our faith, especially in the 
sacraments. She has been a pioneer 
of the healing ministry of the Church 
undertaken under orthodox aus- 
pices. 

Born in Manchester, England, Dr. 
Falshaw received her education 
there and at the University of Paris, 
where she was awarded the distin- 
guished Doctor of Literature degree. 
Later she went to India under 
the auspices of the Congregational 
church to work among the untouch- 
ables in a center which served 150 
villages. In the humid climate of 
South India, where the temperature 
often reached 116 degrees, the noted 
Englishwoman counseled on health 
and sanitation and taught, among 
other duties. 

In 1939, while back in England, 
she entered the Anglican church at 
Milton Abbey, a noted center for 
spiritual healing. Afterwards, she 
returned to other work in India, 
where, in 1943, she traveled through 


a forest where 130,000 people had 
already died of starvation. Deeply 
shocked, she resigned her position 
to join a Christian asram, an Indian

religious community sponsored by 
the Syrian and Anglican churches, 
which had undertaken famine relief. 
The asram placed her in the Boys’ 
Town of Travancore, to which she 
devoted her energies, and it was for 
the support of this work that she 
originally came to America at the 
invitation of the Bishop of Chicago. 

Dr. Falshaw has written of her 
activities in Colorado as follows: 

HEALING MISSIONS: These 
consisted in three evening services 
of preparation followed by a morn- 
ing service of the Laying on of 
Hands (conducted by the parish 
priest). The evening services began 
with Evening Prayer (which was 
preceded by '»% hour of hymn sing- 
ing). The talks were on the healing 
ministry of the Church followed by 
studies of Our Lord’s miracles. The 
morning service was the Holy Com- 
munion followed by the Laying on 
of Hands by the priest. Time for 
counselling was scheduled during 
the three days and the priest was 
available for Confessions. 

MISSIONS ON (A) THE HOLY 
SPIRIT: (B) THE HOLY COM- 
MUNION: (C) THE PRAYER LIFE, 
—all held after the pattern of the 
Healing Missions. 

SCHOOLS OF PRAYER were 
held including ‘‘Buzz” sessions where 
the difficulties in the Prayer Life 
were discussed. 

QUIET DAYS were conducted and 
DEVOTIONAL TALKS given to 
Auxiliary and other parish organi- 
zation groups as well as to Canter- 
bury clubs. 

ASSISTANCE WAS GIVEN TO 


THE CHAPLAIN IN COUNSEL- 
LING PATIENTS at St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital, Denver. 

ADDRESSES were given at some 
Sunday morning services, including 
St. John’s Cathedral in Denver. All 
services had the full cooperation of 
Bishop Minnis and the clergy and 
have been centered on the Sacra- 
mental Ministry of the Church. 

Dr. Falshaw will be available for 
engagements on the West Coast 
during the 1958 Lenten Season.

ments, carrying equally disturbing 
implications, have been publicly made 
by clergymen of this Church. 

On May 30, 1957, The Witness edi- 
torially declared disbelief of the his- 
torical truth of the Church’s doctrine 
of the Virgin Birth, the finding of the 
Empty Tomb from which our Saviour 
rose, and His Bodily Ascension into 
heaven. It declared “we cannot accept 
any view of Christian belief or the 
Creeds which requires us to assent 
to these as historical facts.” Thus, that 
these things ever happened, is utterly 
denied. The editorial board of The 
Witness includes. several priests of 
our Church. 

Another instance is found in The 


Episcopalian Way of Life, by the Rev. 
W. Norman Pittenger, Professor of 
Christian Apologetics at the General 
Theological Seminary. In it he casts 
grave doubt on the reality of the Vir- 
gin Birth and the Empty Tomb. He 
implies that these “are legendary ac- 
cretions, of an apologetic nature, to 
the fact of the disciples’ firm convic- 
tion that they had ‘seen the Lord,’ as 
risen from the dead.” Thus he seems 
to teach that the Virgin Birth and the 
Empty Tomb -are simply inventions 
added to the Holy Gospel. On pages 
45-46 he quotes with apparent ap- 
proval an author who declares that 
such stories as that of the Nativity of 
Jesus “come to us in the vesture of 


fairyland, or from the realm of poetry 
and pictures; ...” Further to show 
“what Christians ought to know and 
believe,” Dr. Pittenger, on pages 49- 
50, finds it inconvenient “to follow the 
phrases of either the shorter Apostles’ 
Creed or the longer Nicene Creed.” 
So he uses a new, non-miraculous, 
non-Biblical creed—not the Creed of 
this Church—to show what Christians 
ought to know and believe. 


We believe that the editorial of The 


Witness and The Episcopalian Way of 
Life, are false to the faith of the 
Church as declared in Articles II, IV, 
and VII, respectively, namely, that 
“. . . the Word of the Father took

Man’s nature in the womb of the 
Blessed Virgin, of her substance;” 
“that Christ did truly rise again from 
death, and took again his body, with 
flesh, bones, and all things apper- 
taining to the perfection of man’s 
nature; wherewith he ascended into 
heaven ... ;” and that “the Nicene 
Creed and that which is commonly 
called the Apostles’ Creed, ought 
thoroughly to be received and be- 
lieved; for they may be proved by 
most certain warrants of Holy Scrip- 
ture.” 

We also respectfully call your at- 
tention to the plain words of the 
Bishops in their Dallas Pastoral, 
namely, that “To deny, or to treat as 
immaterial belief in the Creed in 
which at every service of the Church 
both minister and people profess to 
believe, is to trifle with words and 
cannot but expose us to the suspicion 
of the danger of dishonesty and un- 
reality. Honesty in the use of language 
—to say what we mean and to mean 
what we say—is not least important 


with regard to religious language (and 
especially in our approach to Al- 
mighty God), however imperfect to 
express divine realities we may 
recognise human words to be.” 

We therefore earnestly desire you, 
our Chief Pastors, to declare, at this 
time, plainly, promptly, in a public 
and published response to this Open 
Letter, that teaching, denials, and im- 
plications such as we have called to 
your attention are contrary to the 
faith of our Church. The undersigned 
—all of whom are Lay Communicants 
devoted to the Church and active in 
its worship, work, and support (and 
doubtless many other members, both 
of the reverend clergy and the laity), 
are deeply disturbed by these things. 
The response we urgently seek from 
you to this Open Letter will reassure 
and hearten us all.
